Kennedy Park, Jr., Rindge 1906 
died at his home in Belmont on 
November 25th. He was generaily 
considered not only the greatest all- 
round athlete ever to represent 
Rindge but also the greatest school- 
boy athlete ever known in this 
section of the country. As a 
Freshman, he was. chosen _ all- 
scholastic halfback and held this 
honor for four consecutive years. 

He captained the Rindge footvall 
team in 1903, 1904, and 1905. In 
baseball he was the leading batter 
and all-scholastic catcher, and also 
starred at track, basketball, and 
hockey. In addition to his sports 
progrsm he found time ‘to act as 















CJass President and to make 
creditable grades in his studies. 

On his graduation from Rindge, 
he was sought for by every big col- 
lege in the East but chose to go te 
the University of Maine. He later 
went into business with his father 
constructing: return tublar boilers. 

About 1910 he changed to kee 
Packing Co. where for many years 
he has been the engineer in charge 
of construction in New England. — 

A courageous and inspiring leader, 
a capable and successful engineer 
he was always a loyal Rindge man.

heayy smokers shorten their own 
lives. Dr. Raymond Pearl of Johns 
Hopkins found that among 100,000 
heavy (over ten cigarettes a day) 
smokers, 53,774 die before the age 
of sixty (60). Among the same 
number of non-smokers, only 43,436 
die before that age. “Smoking,” 
he announced, ‘is associated with 
definite impairment of longevity. 
This impairment is proportional] to 
the habitual. amount of _ tobacco 
used.” Even if you smoke moderate- 
ly, you have much less chance of 
reaching sixty (60) than if you 
don’t smoke at all.

The number of rooters at the 
football games was  depressingly 
small, and the swimming team sel- 
dom had many turn out to watch 
the meets. I do not remember that 
this ever made much difference to 
the team, however. We did miss not 
having more turn out to TRY for 
the team, for, instead of having a 
second-team, as well as a few extras 
we seldom had more than ten or 
twelve start at the begi 
season, and by the time of the first 
meet, the drifters had drifted, and 
we would have about five good swim- 


| mers, plus two or three enthusiasts, 


who would trail along for a while. 

This lack of numerical strength 
would put the burden of most of the 
events on only a few men, and we 
would REALLY have to go through 
the paces during a meet. 

The swimmers were divided rough- 
ly into three groups. The fast men 
did the 25 yd. dash, the 50 yd. re- 
lay, and the 100 yd. The slower men 
generally followed up ith the plunge 
the 220 yd. and the back stroke.

The routine consisted of lining up 


the contestants on the edge of the 
pool, giving a starting signal, watch- 
ing the water fiy as they went 
through their paces, while we on 
the platform jumped up and down 
yelling and shouting to urge them 
on--a useless gesture as the con- 
testants could neither see nor hear 
us! 

On their return trip we would get 
down on the edge of the pool ready 
to haul them out, and pour oil of 
wintergreen on them --- not TO. 
carefully for many times the victims 
of this solicitude could hardly wait 
to get back into the tank to remove 
this form’ of liquid fire! I have of- 
ten felt that an overdose of oil of 
wintergreen had more to do with the 
winning of a race than two weeks 
intensive training! 

Let us hope that with a return 
to a more normal type of existence, 
now that the war years are over, 
the interest in sports, such as swim- 
ming, will again assume. the impor- 
tance that they had in the past.

The Photo at the left may be interesting, but it is so fuzzy and so 
lacking in contrast that the rotogravure reproduction of it would make 
it unintelligible. Photos should be sharp, contrasty glossies at least 
3x5 in size. No negatives, metal engravings, or newspaper clippings 
may be used. 








Avoid posed, uninteresting photos 


Joe Glotz, pictured at the right, may be a big wheel in his own 
school, but the obviously posed picture is not interesting. Pictures of 
people doing something are more interesting than just pictures of 
people. Get candid action in your photos so they can merit top 
consideration. 





Trite photos don’t get top consideration 


Often pictures which are technically excellent and are candid in 
interest must be rejected because SCHOLASTIC ROTO has used too 
many like photos. Pictures of drum majorettes, cheerleaders and - 
beauty queens are now trite. Avoid common photo ideas like these 
unless you have a new angle.

Arsenic, sprayed on tobacco plants 
to kill insects, remains in the pro- 
cessed tobacco in measurable quan- 
tity. The scorching heat of the 
smoke itself, reaching 140 degrees. 
as your cigarette burns down to- 
ward the end, sears the mucous 
membrane of the nose, throat and 
lungs, reducing your resistance to 
colds and other respiratory diseases. 

“Not a Cough in a Carload” may 
be true about cigarettes themselves, 
— the cough is in the smoker’s 


ig pics throat and congested 
ed. 


I’ve always opposed the pernic- 
ious advertising that extols the 
“benefits” of tobacco-using. While 
I was training for my second fight 
with Jack Dempsey I was offered 
$15,000 to endorse a certain brand 
of cigarettes. I didn’t want to be 
rude, so, in declining I merely said 
I didn’t smoke. Next day the ad- 
vertising man came back with the 
statement that ‘“‘Stinkies must be 
good, because all my friends smoke 
them.” That compelled me to say 
what I thought — that cigarettes 
were a foul pestilence, and that ad- 
vertising which promoted their use 
was a national menace. 


I am here reminded of the Met- 
roplitan Opera tenor whose picture 
was blazoned on billboards with 
this joyful declaration —  “Gaspies 
Do Not Hurt My Throat.” When 
asked about it, he laughed and re- 
plied: “It is true, ‘‘Gaspies” never 
hurt my thoat — I don’t smoke.” 


Such misleading advertising I can- 
not rap too hard. It is dangerous, 


particularly to our 35,000,000 young. 


people. To contract the tobaceo habit 
when the growth factors of the body 
are exerting themselves to their max- 
imum is to handicap ones self phy- 
sically and mentally for life. 

Take a good look at my compan- 
ions in the nonsmoking section. The 
late Knute Rockne, Notre Dame’s 
wonder coach, said: “tobacco slows 
up reflexes, lowers morale; any ad- 
vertising that says smoking helps 
an athlete is a falsehood and a 
fraud.” 

William Muldoon, famous con- 
ditioner of men, considered nicotine 
the greatest harm to health in the 
modern world. 

Ty Cobb, the famous 
Peach of baseball says: “Cigarette 
smoking stupifies the brain, saps 
vitality, undermines health and weak- 
ens moral fiber. No one who hopes 
to be successful in any line can af- 
ford to contract so detrimental a 
habit.” 

In the face of such testimony I 
ean only ask with Tolstoi: “Why 
do men stupify themselves with to- 
bacco?” 

I have never heard a sensible re- 
ply. But let me tell you the story of 
the Bedouin chief who told the young 
men of his tribe: “There are three 
good reasons for smoking: First, if 
you smoke enough tobacco, you will 
smell so strong the dogs will never 
bite you. Second, if you smoke long 
enough, you will develope a lung 
trouble which will make you cough 
even when you sleep. Robbers hear- 
ing you cough will think you are 
awake and so will not try to steal 
your belongings. Third, if you smoke 
as much as you can, you will have 
many diseases and will die young.

Baniel Sullivan 





Death has again invaded the ranks 
of our retired personnel. This time 
it was Mr. Daniel Sullivan, who 
was our engineer in the old Rindge 
Buildings. . 

Mr. Sullivan was appointed to 
the Rindge Manual Training School 
on January 14, 1908 and remained 
in the capacity of engineer. The 
shops in the old buildings were run 
by a large steam engine, instead 
of individual motors at present. 

When it was decided to tear down 
the old buildings and erect the pres- 
ent edifice, which receives its heat 
through pipes from the Cambridge 
Electric Light Company, and uses 


electricity for it’s power, the position’ 


of engineer was automatically can- 
celled and Mr. Sullivan was _ trans- 
ferred to the Fletclier School. 

He remained there for 10 years 
retiring from active duty on October 
18, 1942. : 

Although a native of Boston, he 
received his education in the Camb- 
ridge Schools. He died in his 84th 
year leaving behind two daughters 
and a brother Cornelius, who was 
stockman at Rindge for many years.

and 1913. 

Ordinarily that. would be 
sidered a full career in sports. Ed 
had other ideas. After leaving Ithaca 
he returned to Brooklyn and man- 
| aged and coached and played on the 
Crescent Athletic Club’s basketball 
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ball teams from 1916 to 1913. 
Just to keep his hand in, he won 


the New York State single wall 
handball title in 1925 and won the 
National Championship in 1926. 


He became owner of Brooklyn’s 
first professional team in_ the 
National League, but this wasn’t 
active enough for him. Ed donned 
a uniform and played at Ebbets 
Field, too. 

The Kaws and Pfanns in later 
years brought glory to the school 
that turned out Butler. Neverthe- 
less that would be the first to say 
that among all Cornell’s great ath- 
letes, Ed Butler’s name, like Ben 
Adhem’s would lead the rest for all 
around ability. 

This story does not have any 
connection with Rindge, but it seems 
to be a good one nevertheless.

When the girl or boy, first visits 
the local field office of the Social 
Security Administration and_ gets 
his social security account num- 
ber card, a lifetime account is set up 
for the recording of wages on which 
future social security benefits will 
be payable. 

Students who know something of 
functions of the field office, either

vantages to them of social security 
as a family insurance. 

Children are the basis of the 
family --the chief unit of our so- 
ciety; they give meaning to the word 
“family” and are the first consid- 
eration in any provision of family 
insurance. For children, security 
includes many  factors--a ‘happy 
home, good schools and also a heal- 
thy and well-organized community, 
recreation, and other community 
resources. 

Family insurance--for maintenance 
of the home for rearing of children 
amid familiar surroundings, with the 





, care that only a parent or other near 


relative can give them-—is a major 
objective of the old-age and survivors 
insurance program. of the Social 
Security Administration. 

Old-age insurance of the social 
Security Act of 1935 became family 
insurance through the amendments 
of 1939. Since 1940, monthly benefit 
payments have been made to insured 
workers who retired at age 65 and 
over and to their immediate families 
and to widows and dependent child- 
ren of insured workers who died.

In 1839, a young student in Cooperstown, New York, laid 
out a diamond shaped _ playing field and directed the playing of 
the game he called ‘‘Baseball.” This was the beginning of what | 
we now call the National Game. The student was Abner’ Doubleday: 
later Major General Doubleday who distinguished himself in Civil 
War campaigns. Today, Doubleday Field, in the heart of Coopers- 


town, embraces the original playground of those early school days. 

Movement to acquire the property as a national shrine started 
in 1919 when village authorities leased the original plot for use 
as a public playground. Through popular subscription and a_ 
special vote of the village taxpayers, title to the property was 
acquired by Cooperstown in 1923. 

In 1938, in anticipation of the Centennial Celebration, the 
field was brought up to Major League standards with seating 
capacity for large crowds. The project was completed for the 
opening of the celebration in the May of the following year. —
